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Contradictory Direction 


The Andover planning board seems to be moving in 
a contradictory direction in its review of possible ex- 
pansion of the Central Business District. 

The board and professional planners feel that expan- 
sion of the business area along Elm agd Park streets 
would deprive Andover of low and moderate income 
housing as well as creation of additional parking prob- 
lems. 

It may be fine for the planners to express concern 
for this type of housing, which a community needs, yet 
at the annual town meeting last spring it objected to a 
condominium development in the West Andover area 
specifically designed to meet the needs of those in the 
moderate or low income category. 

Frankly, the amount of housing which would be sac- 
rificed for business area expansion would be minimal 
at best. ° 

It would appear that there will be another attempt to 
expand the business district at the annual town meet- 
ing this year, one article involving a Park street loca- 
tion, the other extending the Elm Street business 
classification from its present terminus to Maple 
Court.

75 Years Ago — January 1910 

A very pleasant and enjoyable party 
met at the home of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Henderson of the rural district, last Sat- 
urday night, the occasion being the twen- 
tieth anniversary of their marriage.

and Mrs. Henderson were the recipients 
of many costly and handsome presents 
and congratulations from their friends. 
Mr. Henderson, in his own quiet way, 
thanked the friends, after which they all 
sat down to an excellent supper. After 
supper the evening was spent in song, 
story and dancing till the wee sma’ 
hours. 

James J. Feeney, one of the carriers 
on the rural delivery mail route, is driv- 
ing a new chestnut road mare, which has 
been recently purchased for the use of 
the carrier. 

There won't be much opportunity for 
the ice dealer to complain of the impossi- 
bility to secure a crop for the year 1910. 
The cold weather has effectually an- 
swered the cry for normal prices and 
normal supply for next summer.

they have been able, the letter carriers 
have done splendid service in this terrif- 
ic rush. 


50 Years Ago — January 1935 

Sixty men were employed this week by 
the Board of Public Works as the result 
of the first serious snowstorm of the win- 
ter. It is estimated that the storm has 
cost the town about $1500. Sixteen men 
were employed during the storm to 
throw back the plowed snow at the street 
intersections. Three teams of horses 
were used in the outlying districts to 
plow the snow off the country roads. Ten 
sidewalk plows were used, and fifteen 
truck plows. Later additional men were 
employed in sanding and shovelling. 

Seven or eight dresses valued at about 
$100 plus two postal cards cost a young 
man just five cents Saturday night at the 
Haborn shop. It was not a bargain sale at 
the shop; the young man merely paid 
cash for the two cards and then ambled 
out with the dresses while the store pro- 
prietors were not looking. A woman cus- 
tomer, dazed at the young man’s 
audacity, failed to notify Miss Sanborn 
immediately, but when she recovered 
from the surprise, she told the proprie- 
tress of the theft. Miss Sanborn called 
the police, but the youth had made good 
his escape.

25 Years Ago — January 1960 

The Selectmen, grappling with the 
problems of mosquito control while snow 
lies still thick on the ground, have decid- 
ed to pass the problem along to the town 
meeting. They will insert an article in 
the warrant asking the voters to decide 
whether the town will spend $5,000 in 
each of the next two years for control of 
the bugs. Some $10,000 is in hand for the 
work — an amount appropriated last 
year for payment under the county con- 
trol act. But when membership in this 
was repealed last summer, the money 
was never paid out. 

Final approval has been given by the 
School Committee to a $1,294,743 budget 
for 1960 — an increase of $147,536 over 
the 1959 appropriation. A formal vote of 
the committee Tuesday night gave com- 
plete approval to the request, which now 
will go to the Finance Committee for rou- 
tine study. By far the largest single in- 
crease comes in the teachers’ salary 
item, which stands at $897,007 for the 
new year. This is $105,525 higher than 
last year’s appropriation. 

The Town Employees Association is 
seeking a six percent wage increase, for 
all full 4nd part-time employees except 


school teachers. An article will be in- 
serted in the annual town warrant asking 
voter approval of the raise, according to 
an unanimous vote of the Association, 
taken at its meeting Tuesday night. 


10 Years Ago — January 1975 

Norma Gammon, newly appointed 
chairman of the Andover Bicentennial 
Committee, invites all who are inter- 
ested in serving on the committee to an 
initial planning meeting to be held in Me- 
morial Hall Library tonight at 7:30 p.m. 
in the print room. 

The Andover School Committee lopped 
$5,600 from its own expenses — including 
funds for the ‘‘Our Schools’’ publication 
and $600 for out-of-town travel — as it 
began budget deliberations Tuesday 
night. Chairman Francis Griggs led off 
Tuesday’s session by calling for a “‘fru- 
gal’’ budget. The committee had earlier 
set a $2,091,329 ceiling on °75-’76 ex- 
penses, and $7,438,000 on salaries, or a 
tax rate of $33 for the schools. 

Did an Andover town meeting actually 
approve the creation of an Industrial De- 
velopment Financing Authority? That is 
the question the selectmen are attempt- 
ing to determine this week in response to 
a specific request for funding and also in 
response to the town’s industrial devel- 
opment commission who would like to 
have such a tool in carrying out its work.

Contract 
Ratified 


Andover’s 36 school custodians have a 
new contract which School Committee 
members ratified at their Tuesday, Dec. 
18 meeting 

The custodians, who are members of 
the National Association of Government 
Employees, Andover Local 1-87, have 
been without a contract since June 30, 
when their last agreement expired. The 
new two-year contract will be retroac- 
tive to July 1, 1984, said Francis L. Paul, 
business manager of the town’s schools. 

The union membership ratified the 
agreement at a meeting on Dec. 18, said 
Paul. 

The custodian agreement includes a 6 
percent cost of living raise in both con- 
tract years. Also, in the second year of 
the contract the longevity award, given 
after six, ten and 15 years of service in 
the town’s schools, has been raised by 
$50. After six years the raise went from 
$350 to $400; after ten years, from $550 to 
$600; and after 15 years, from $775 to 
$825 

There were also changes in the con- 
tract language, Paul said, adding he was 
pleased with the agreement. And, he 
said, he thinks the union is satisfied too.

ardson suggested total school depart- 
ment control of the field, crowd control 
plans and yearly appropriations to the 
athletic budget to cover the cost of the 
night lighting. 

“Any modification of the stipulations,”’ 
wrote Swift, Bourdelais and Richardson 
in their memo to Seifert, ‘“‘may result in 
our lack of support for the lighting pro- 
ject as it has been presented.”’ 

There was no mention of costs to put 
lights on Lovely field at last week’s 
School Committee meeting but an esti- 
mate given to the board in September 
was $950,000. Bourdelais told the commit- 
tee that lights would run $40 an hour on 
the field, a cost, he said, of $1,500 extra a 
year for lighting and other support serv- 
ices. 

“The committee should look to the 
community for private contributions,”’ 
Seifert told the School Committee at 
their meeting. 

School officials are still pursuing the 
project, he said, adding that he will re- 
port back when there is further informa- 
tion. 

Lovely Field is now used by the high 
schoo] football squad, both high school 
varsity soccer teams and the school 
band, Seifert said.

They aren’t sure how they are going to 
finance it but David and Hermine Cleary 
are rebuilding their 123 North Main 
Street home that was knocked off its 
foundation last May 10 by a Merrimack 
Valley Transit Authority bus. 

Early last November the Cleary’s at- 
torney told THE TOWNSMAN he thought 
it would take a lawsuit to force the 
MVRTA to pay for the damage to the 
Cleary home and the costs of building 
anew. But Lawrence attorney Joel R. La- 
bell hasn’t returned numerous calls 
placed to his office from THE TOWNS- 
MAN to discuss the case. 

In November Labell said he would sue 
to recover the costs of the physical dam- 
age to the home, rebuilding costs and the 
emotional damage the family has suf 
fered as well as compensation for their 
many moves to temporary housing since 
the accident. Labell refused to specify 
how much he would sue for at the time 

David Cleary said, in a telephone inter- 
view on Monday, that he and his wife 
decided to work out a settlement with 
their insurance company to get the mon- 
ey to rebuild their home. They haven't 
reached an agreement yet, Cleary said, 
adding they had given their company 
permission to try and recover the costs 
of rebuilding from the transit authority's 
insurance carrier. 

Nothing had been filed from Cleary’s 
company, said MVRTA attorney John 
Shyivitz, of Haverhill. 

‘My understanding is that the Clearys 
are still negotiating with their own insur- 
ance company,’’ Shyivitz said. 

Early this month a foundation went up 
on the Cleary land, and David Cleary 
said he hopes his family is settled in their 
home some time around May. Building 
should start, he added, in February or 
March \
